T h e F a lla c y o f E lec tin g O ur P re-id en ts 
B y D irect V ote o f th e P eo p le . 
We have been more than h little aston­ 
ished of late to find n; n whom we have 
considered well grounded in the elemen­ 
tary principles on which this Government 
was founded, declaring for such heresies 
as the election of a President by the popu­ 
lar vote of the whole people. 
We have, 
as we have said, been astonished to hear 
those who have never pretended to teach 
say these things; but “ astonishment” does 
not express our feelings when we read tiie 
following article in last Wednesday’s Ex­ 
aminer: 
“ The count of the Presidential vote is 
now so nearly complete that we can figure 
on the popular majority with some confi­ 
dence. Cleveland's plurality over H arri­ 
son is 120,474—about double his plurality 
over Blaine in 1884. This may be slightly 
changed by revisc-d returns, but not by 
more than a few thou.-and either way. 
“ That a man in the full possession of 
power, and backed by such a substantial 
majority of his countrymen, should qui­ 
etly yield his place to a competitor, sup­ 
ported by nothing but constitutional tech­ 
nicality, is an example of self-control, con­ 
science and patriotism that could hardly 
he matched outside of America. And yet 
here it is a mere matter of course. No­ 
body even thinks of giving the President 
credit for any remarkable moderation, and 
it has never occurred to him to claim any. 
He does just what any other American 
citizen would do in his place, and if he 
should behave differently, appealing from 
the law to the majority that voted fur him. 
Ids own party would repudiate him. 
“ This easy acquiescence of a checkmated 
majority in a technical defeat is something 
for Americans to be proud of, hut it does 
not make the injustice any the less real. 
This is a democratic republic, and govern­ 
ment by the minority is not democratic. 
Some day, when the country is more pop­ 
ulous than now, when some issue is at stake 
more inflaming tiian the tariff to men's 
passions, and when some lender is in the 
field more ambitious and less scrupulous 
than Grover Cleveland, the party that wins 
the votes of the people may demand the 
fruits of victory. 
“ It is well to think about these things 
while there is time for thoughtful consid­ 
eration of the methods of reform. The 
electoral system is overgrown. 
What 
should take its place?” 
We have often thought 
tat the “ Fed­ 
eralist 
ought to l»e a text-book in our 
public schools. 
No man who had ever 
read the “ federalist ' would make such a 
mistake as the above. Doctors of divin­ 
ity would think it nonsense to read the 
first page of the child's catechism to his 
grown up hearers; or the teachers to give 
an explanation of the alphabet to their 
graduating classes. 
Until we saw the Ex­ 
aminer's article we would have thought an 
explanation of the wltys and wherefores of 
the Electoral College as much out of pdace 
in an American newspaper as either of the 
above. 
This Government was formed on the 
idea of free and independent States—some 
great and some small. 
It even then ex­ 
tended over a vast extent of territory with 
varied interests, and its founders saw that 
its extent would be much greater, with 
more varied interests. Some States would 
be small—some densely, and some of ne­ 
cessity, sparsely populated. 
The lower 
house of Congress was made on the basis 
of the vote of the whole people; the Senate 
on the States. The Presidency partook of 
the mixed character, and the Electoral 
College represented both the people and 
the States, 
in the Senate every sovereign 
State is equal. Nevada has as much voice 
there as the great State of New York. 
In the Electoral College Nevada has two 
for tiie State and one for the people, 
whereas in New York the people have 
thirty-four, and the State has only two 
Nevada’s representation is based on a 
population of 62,266, New York’s on 5,082,­ 
871. 
Hence in the College, Nevada has 
one vote for each 20,755 votes and New 
York for each 141,100. That is, a vote in 
Nevada for President is worth nearly seven 
times as much as one in New York ! 
In 
the Congress the projiortion is the same. 
Now this is right and why ? 
If there was no Senate, and the Presi­ 
dent should be elected by a direct vote, 
the country would be ruled entirely by the 
great centers of population. Whatever was 
of advantage to the great States would be 
done without inquiring as to the interests 
of the smaller States. This was the view 
the founders of the Government took 
when framing the Constitution. 
A U.iion 
could never have been made on any other 
b a s is . 
An article like the one we quote from 
the Examiner would seem queer even in a 
Republican journal, but what can be said 
of it iu a Democratic “ Monarch,” consid­ 
ering the tenacity with which the Democ­ 
racy sticks to “ State rights?” 
It is en­ 
tirely possible that in the near future we will 
have a President with a million minority 
on tt.e popular vote, and it would lie right. 
We are not at all disjiosed to quarrel be­ 
cause Mr. Harrison will be a minority 
President—he will be a constitutional Pres­ 
ident, and that is better.

A M YSTERY SO LVED. 


T ha F erp eira to r 
o f th e

M urder D isco v ered . 


P h il a d e l p h ia , December 31st.—The m ystery 
surrounding the finding of the m utilated re­ 
m ains ot a m an in East E airm ount P ark on 
W ednesday last has bet n solved. The corpse 
was identified and the m urderer is iu prison. 
'i he m urder was show n to have been a d ia­ 
bolical one. The m otive for th e deed was to 
obta.n the m oney of the m urdered man. but ail 
th at the m urderder is know n to have realized 
by his crim e w as $30. 
T hrough th e published portrait of th e dead 
m an the body was recognized as that of Antoue 
Schilling, and the m urder was traced to Jacob 
Schroop, a partner of Schilling in a sm all gro 
eery store. 
SChroop has confessed. The police decline to 
give the details. 
His wife aud daughter are 
under guard. They are believed to be acces­ 
sory to the crim e. 


th e stop.y of th e murder. 
L ater.—The m urderer was given a hearing 
belore a m agistrate to-day. h e gave his nam e 
as Jacob Schroop, aged 53 years, and said he 
was born in Sw itzerland. A police official testi­ 
fied to Schroop having confessed the m urder of 
Schilling, and the prisoner was th en form ally 
com m itted to aw ait the action ot the Coroner. 
Late this afternoon C’hiet Wood gave to the 
new spapers a copy of the confession m ade bv 
Schroop, iu w hich the Iatter savs the nam e o"f 
th e m urJered m an was Antoii Schilling, and 
th a t he killed him about 5 o’clock iu the m orn­ 
ing ot Christm as Day. He says he arose from 
bed about th at hour and w ent to the kitchen to 
get some food for his wife, who was sick. On 
looking in th e cupboard he found no victuals 
there, and turning to Schilling, who was in the 
room, accused hiru of huving eaten w hat had 
bten left in the closet. Schilling denied having 
eaten the food, and Schroop, becoming angered 
knocked him down and beat him to death w ith 
a heavy piece of wood. 
He let the bodv lie iu 
the kitchen until 5 o’clock in the afternoon, 
w hen he cut o ft'th e legs and threw the bodv 
and the severed legs into the celiar. The nex’t 
m orning, about 6 o’clock, he hitched up his 
horse and wagon, and having placed the dis­ 
m em bered body in two bags he loaded the bags 
into the wagon and drove to the park and 
placed the bags in the pipe, w here they were 
tound late the sam e day by some boys.

C h ic a g o , December 31st.—One of the leading 
spirits ill the recent m eeting o f railroad engi­ 
neers says th a t the object is to consider the facts 
w hich come into the possession of the Brother­ 
hood.

The President, in 
bald theory, is elected by the States, not 
by the people. 
Each State is given two 
votes to represent its sovereignty, and as 
m any other votes as it may be entitled to 
representatives— that is, the 
additional 
votes are in proportion to its population, 
But the State casts the vote; the people 
do not. 
The election of the President is 
an act of State sovereignty, not of popular 
sovereignty, flowing from the manner of 
electing the “President of the United 
States in Congress assembled,’’ under the 
first Constitution, when each State had but 
one vole. 
This was so amended in the 
present < ’«institution as to give each State 
two votes for itself and others for its peo­ 
ple, but preserved the election by Con­ 
gress when the States fail to make a 
choice. 
O ur Federal Government is a dual one— 
tw o in one. 
It is a government by the 
States and by the people, in which both 
are equally represented, and in which 
nothing can be done w ithout the consent 
of both. 
The Senate represents the States 
alone. 
The Senators are really embassa­ 
dors, for they represent directly the sover­ 
eignty of their States. 
The House repre­ 
sents the people alone, and its members 
are also de facto embassadors, representing 
in bulk the inde]>endent sovereignty of the 
people. 
No measure may become a law 
w ithout the consent of a majority of the 
States, as represented hv their embassa­ 
dors in the Senate, and also a majority of 
th e people (w ithout reference to the States 
or State lines) as rcuresented in the House.

It needs amendment, and 
needs it badly. 
But in such amendm ent 
the greatest care must he exercised not to 
deal a deadly blow at the dual principle of 
government, which is the vital principle ’ 
of our Federal Union. 
Amendments must 
he well considered, and none m ust he seri­ 
ously considered th at are not in harmony 
with it, or th at will cq>en the way to ra­ 
dical changes in its character. 
“ Each State shall appoint, in such m an­ 
ner as the Legislature thereof may direct, 
a num ber of electors equal to the whole 
number of Senators and Representatives 
to which the State may he entitled in the 
Coagress.” 
How these electors may he appointed in 
any one State is a m atter which under our 
present laws concerns only the people of 
th at particular State. 
It is noboiiy’s busi­ 
ness outside of th at State w hethe: they are 
appointed for life, or by the Governor every 
four years, or by the jieople. 
N or is it any 
one’s business outside the State w hether 
they purchase th eir apqiointment or have 
it given to them. 
If the Legislature of 
Rhode Island should pass a law m aking it 
a felony to vote for a Ileinocratic elector it 
would lie no one’s business outside of 
Rhode Island, and comment would be as 
much out of place as if the Legislature of 
Queensland had passed the bill. 
This is 
all wrong, hut it is a fact to which we can­ 
not shut our eyes. 
For the first thirty-six years, until 1824, 
these electors (who are State officers, the 
same as Judges, Commissioners, or any 
others appointed or elected) were ap­ 
pointed by the Legislatures. 
Then some 
States preferred to have their electors ap- 
¡Mjinted by the |>eople. 
O ther States fol­ 
lowed their example. 
But up to the open­ 
ing of the civil war all the States did not 
elect their electors. 
In 1876, th e first full 
and free election after reconstruction, all 
the States did not ajijioint their electors by 
ballot. 
The State elections of 1880 were 
the first in the history of the U nited States 
where all the States submitted the appoint­ 
ment of the electors to the unbiased vote 
of their people. 
But any State may at its 
pleasure change the present method of ap­ 
pointm ent to any other method its Legis­ 
lating may direct, exactly as it changed 
from the old m anner of appointm ent to 
th is; and under the present system it is 
nobodv’s business outside of the State what 
th at m anner of apjiointm ent may lie. 
By 
constitutional amendment, whenever at 
any general election for electors of a State 
there shall lie an abridgement of the right 
of sullrage, the State must subm it to a 
corresponding abridgment in its represen­ 
tation; hut this abridgm ent applies only 
to cases where the electors are balloted for, 
and not to cases where they are apjiointed 
by the Governor or Legislature, as in 
(Adorado in 1876. 
Nor has it ever lieen 
enforced in th e case of Biiode Island, 
which disfranchises nearly half its male 
citizens. 
W here the electors are balloted for on a 
general ticket there can be no exact popu­ 
lar vote, except for each elector. 
No two 
electors on the same ticket will receive the 
same vote. 
It is not uncommon for the 
electoral vole of a State to lie divided, 
some lieing elected from one ticket anil 
some from another, as in 18S0 one Garfield 
and five Hancock electors were chosen in 
California. There were 144 electors bal­ 
loted for in this .State last November— 1 
thirty-six on each ticket.

DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE. 


T h e A d o p tio n o f I ts C r « in a tio n in Y a r l- 
OU8 L a rg o C itie s. 
M inneapolis’ indefatigable health officer, 
Dr. K ilvington, says the -V. IF. Architect, 
has succeeded in forcing upon the public, 
against much opposition, a garbage crem a­ 
tory, and his furnace is said to be consid­ 
erably in advance of others used for like 
purposes. 
It is quite inexpensive in oper­ 
ation, gives no odors, and consumes ail 
kinds of refuse. 
A nunilier of cities have 
sent their health officials to see this crema 
torv in operation, and it is said Milwaukee 
already is building two upou the M inne­ 
apolis plan. 
The Sanitary Era, w riting upon the 
same subject, says: 
“ T he I.allies’ H ealth 
Protective Association of the City of New 
Y ork have taken up the plan of cremation 
for garbage as a substitute for dumping 
such refuse in the harbor. 
They have en­ 
gaged at their own expense an engineer to 
visit the different crematories in operation 
in other cities and prepared a detailed re- 
|Mirt of them all for presentation to the 
City H ealth D epartm ent. T hey have also 
secured a site and made arrangements for 
a trial of one of the systems in this city. 
N othing else could give such an impulse 
to sanitary reform as the enlistm ent and 
organization of women in an interest to 
which they are so peculiarly susceptible, 
and in which they would prove no less 
peculiarly capable and influential.” 
The “V ienna” system, to lie seen at 
Buflalo, heats the garbage in a large tank 
by a steam jacket, with a reel ot steam 
jiijies revolving in the mass to stir and 
break it up, w hile a large exhaust pipe 
and fan draws off the evolved vapor and 
gases and forces them into a water con­ 
denser from which they are carried oil in 
the liquid to the sewer. 
.After several 
hours evaporating, the residuum is trans­ 
ferred to a draining tank w ith a canvas 
bottom on a perforated plate, and is there 
heated and drained of oil, which goes to 
the soap makers. 
The solid m atter is com­ 
pressed for sale as fertilizer. 
The grease is 
estimated as 10 per cent, and the fertilizer 
as 23 per cent. 
The balance disappears in 
the drying process. 
The owners say they 
can get enough oil out of the garbage to 
pay the entire expense of handling it, and 
the fertilizer can be sold as clear profit. 


G e o d e tic S u rv e y s. 


The primary object of a geodetic survey 
is the determ ination of the size and shape 
of the earth, or, as is preferable to say in 
this connection, the geoid. 
Secondarily 
and incidentally it accomplishes much be­ 
sides. 
It determines with highest pre­ 
cision the co-ordiuates, latitude, longitude 
and altitude of prom inent land-marks 
over the surface of a country. 
But this is 
not essential to its geodetic character. The 
earliest geodetic surveys by, the French 
( iovernm ent in France, Lapland and Peru 
measured 
bases, executed triangnlation 
and made astronomical observations, solely 
to determ ine the size and shape of the 
earth. 
If a scheme 
of triangulation 
were 
planned solely with reference to the meas­ 
urem ent of an arc of a parallel, or an arc 
of a meridian, then the longest lines and 
the fewest stations and triangles consistent 
w ith the required accuracy would 
be 
chosen. 
If the object were the secondary 
one, of locating points upon which to base 
other surveys, then the number, location ' 


and accuracy of location would be made 
dependent upon this secondary condition. 
The distinction here suggested is one 
not anywhere carried 
into eflect; I t by 
geodetic survey is usually understood a 
survey in w hich long lines are measured 
( with high precision, and are accompanied 
by astronomical and gravity determ ina­ 
tions. 
Measures of gravity,’ in so far as 
they contribute to a knowledge of the 
form of the earth, naturally belong with 
geodetic surveys. 
In so far as they relate 
to density and distribution o f’ m atter 
w ithin the earth, they form part of a geo­ 
logical survey. 
T he methods and instru­ 
ments used, however, in the gravity, or 
gravim atic survey, closely ally it to the 
geodetic survey, of which it properly 
forms a part. 
Thus a geodetic survey will 
serve the double purpose of precisely de­ 
term ining the latitude, longitude and’ alti­ 
tude of points for practical use, and of con­ 
tributing to thegeneral stock of knowledge 
respecting t he form, size, density and dis­ 
tribution of m atter of the earth. 
And the 
conduct of the survey will vary according 
to the prominence attached by the patrons 
of the survey to the one or the other of 
these purposes. 
A very rigid adherence 
to the “ practical” aspect of th e case will 
lead to the rejection of all plans for work 
not prom ising “ practical” results, while a 
more liberal policy will go further, and, in 
addition to the im mediate practical re­ 
sults, will aim to deduce general princi­ 
ples and increase the sum of human 
knowLdge—Science.

can be done with a strong solution of lye. 
I placed one of the g'asses on a flat board 
and sprinkled a small quantity of emery 
on it, which I wet with w ater 
Placing 
the other glass on that, I ground them to­ 
gether, renewing the emery and w ater 
whenever necessary. 
In about one hour I 
had two of the finest quality of ground 
glass, fully as good as those I would have 
to pay 75 cents for (8x10 inches).”

ducted by a first-class Superintendent and 
competent teachers, is worth more than an 
eight or ten months’ school with indiffer­ 
ent supervision and indifferent instruction. 
The most accomplished and most effi­ 
cient Superintendent cannot work miracles. 
If, in addition to his duties as Superintend­ 
ent, he finds it necessary to leach school for 
six or eight months during the year to 
keep the wolf from the door, he will find 
it next to impossible to do the work of su­ 
pervision of the schools with entire satis­ 
faction to the people or himselt. The fol­ 
lowing table will show the glaring inequal­ 
ities in salaries of the County Superintend­ 
ents of California:

love of country; whether or not the State S anta Cruz......... 
should offer some encouragement to indus­ 
trial or manual training schools; and 
whether or not we ought to provide a State 
Reformatory for such youth as are fast be­ 
coming incorrigible, and are yet of school­ 
able age, who may have committed crimes, 
instead of pulling tnem into prisons with 
hardened criminals ant( thus destroying 
them lor life. These are vital problems in 
our educational work which cannot be de­ 
termined by any one person, nor any one 
class of persons. The brightest minds and 
best intelligence should be brought to bear 
upon them, to the end that Calitornia shall 
occupy no second place in the nation as re­ 
gards her educational system. 
SCHOOL POPULATION. 
The present school population of Califor­ 
nia, which includes children between the 
ages of five and seventeen years, is 270,500, 
as shown by the census returns of County 
Superintendents. The census returns of 
18.S7 gave 272.448 as the number of census 
children in the State, thus showing a de­ 
crease of 1,948 in the total number enrolled 
since 1887. This showing is occasioned by 
a cpcrepancy in the census returns from 
San Francisco, between the years 1887 and 
1888. In 1888 the returns from that city 
gave the number of census children as 
78.240, while the census of 1888 gave only 
59 713, a decrease of 18,533. The census 
returns of 1888 from all counties except 
San Francisco show a total increase over 
tne year 1887 of 10,585. 
The above figures dearly indicate the 
necessity of a careful revision of the plan 
for taking the 
SCHOOL CENSUS. 
The office of School Census Marshal 
should be iu no case conferred upon any 
one for the purpose of returning political 
favors. N'oue but persons known to be 
capable and strictly reliable should be in­ 
trusted with that important work. The 
law should be so amended as to prevent 
the census-taking anywhere, as has been 
done in some districts, at so much per 
capita. 
Such a plan is a direct temptation 
if not a direct bid for a dishonest report. 
There are 1,112 teachers now teaching in 
the State who are holders of life diplomas, 
and 748 who hold educational diplomas. 
The total value of school property in the 
State is estimated at $10,563.780.

Notwithstanding th¡3 is a large invest­ 
ment, it is, nevertheless, cheaper and better 
to build schools, 
and 
build character 
therein, than to build prisons, and main­ 
tain them filled with criminals. 
Every citizen ought to feel a lively per­ 
sonal interest in the employment of this 
fund, aud a direct interest in the results. 
Tiiese results should annually show a 
clear profit in the decrease of crime and 
pauperism, and in the increase of civic 
ability and industrial power. No matter 
fr >ni what standpoint we look at it, we 
cannot overestimate the magnitude of the 
interest involved. The people must see to 
it that no danger overtakes our public 
schools from carei-ssuets or indifference in 
11.tir management. 
A CREDIT TO CALIFORNIA, 
It m ust be set down to the credit of Cali­ 
fornia that she pays her teachers a higher 
average salary than any other State in the 
U nion, though the Principals in our large 
cities receive less than the Principals of 
like schools in some of the large cities at 
the East. 
It is also to the credit of the State that 
the same salary is paid to women teachers 
as to men, when doing the same or similar 
service. 
Considering the population, age. and re­ 
sources ol California, it is believed tt at no 
other State has m ade more liberal educa­ 
tional provisions, nor have the provisions 
been more wisely adm inistered, nor more 
equal aud lasting in their results and bene- 
618. 
COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 
Sta'e Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion Ira G. Hoitt. in speaking upon the 
subject of salaries of County Superintend­ 
ent-*. says: 
No officer in the State is of more import­ 
ance to the community in which his duty 
calls him than the County Superintendent 
of Schools. He shoid be required to give 
his whole time and attention to the schools 
of his county, and he should receive ade­ 
quate compensation for the important serv­ 
ices 
rendered 
and 
the 
re.-ponMbility 
assumed. He supervises to-day the train­ 
ing of the citizens of to-morrow. The peo­ 
ple expect him to be, and he should be, a 
man capable of leading, directing, encour­ 
aging. broadening, strengthening and ele­ 
vating the charact-’r of the community in 
which he lives. 
But the people have no 
light to expect the best and most efficient 
service for the poorest pay. Not more than 
one of our County Superintendents receives 
what may be called a libera! salary for his 
services. 
Besides, many, if not most of the 
Superintendents are required to pay their 
own traveling expenses from the p dance 
of salary which they do receive. 
The law requires the Superintendent .o 
perform certain duties, but it is not only 
an injustice to the Superintendent but a 
disgrace to the county to require him to 
spend one half or any part of his com­ 
pensation in reaching the places of service. 
The reasonable traveling expenses of the 
Superintendent should be paid in all cases, 
by the county. 
At least four-fifths of the 
Superintendent's time should be spent in 
visiting the schools of his coun'y when 
they are in session. 
A poorly paid Su­ 
perintendent must inevitably be followed 
in the end by indifferent service. A man 
capable of discharging the duties faithfully 
and well cannot afford to remain long in 
the position of County 
Superintendent 
withou' a 
him at least a comfortable support. 
He 
will seek more profitable employment, and 
leave the work to less competent persons.

A general comparison of the meteorological features of the climate at Sacramento, 
Cal., which is situated in north latitude, 38 degrees and 35 minutes, and longitude west 
from Greenwich 121 degrees and 30 minutes ; elevation above sea level, 30 feet.

It 
tells us how many clear, fair, cloudy, rainy and foggy days have occurred here in the 
last eleven years; also the number of light and heavy frosts for each year, snow-storm*:

We must all have felt how suit­ 
able is its infinite variety and facility of 
expression to the changing moods of the 
sane, and it is therefore the less difficult to 
understand how straying minds are pleased 
and settled by it- charm. Certain it is 
that its Itenetirial effect is in this case con­ 
siderable, and our readers, though possibly 
unable to acquire a knowledge of the art, 
should at least possess, and if needful as­ 
sert in practice, a sense of its therapeutic 
value.— London Lanctl.

ELECTION OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF STATE PRIN TIN G. 


A t the recent convention in San Fran­ 
cisco of various labor unions, the following 
resolution to amend Section 530 of the 
Political Code, by adding the resolution, 
was adopted: 
The Superintendent of State Printing shall bo 
elected at the sam e tim e aud place and in the 
sam e m an n er as the Governor o f the State, and 
his term of office and qualifications shall also be 
th e >ame. 
He shall be a com petent practical 
i.riuter, recognized as such in his craft, and be- 
ore en terin g upon the discharge of the duties 
o f his office he shall give a good and sufficient 
bond to the people of the State of California in 
th e sum of SiO.OOO, w ith two or more sufficient 
sureties, to be approved by the Governor, for the 
faithful perform ance ol his duties, w hich bond 
shall be filed in th e office of the Secretary ol 
State. 
We believe this to he a movement in 
the right direction, and the proposition 
will receive the earnest support of the 


R e c o r d -U n io n . 
it should be premised 
that in the discussion of the question this 
journal has no exceptions to take to pres­ 
ent administration of the State Printing 
Office; in common with every person intel­ 
ligent upon the subject, it knows the in­ 
cumbent of the Superintetideney to be 
thoroughly competent, inflexible in integ­ 
rity, solicitous to do the very best for the 
interests of the State, and that his admin­ 
istration in both his terms has not only 
deserved, but has received the commenda­ 
tion of the people, and it has proven the 
wisdom of the Executive in tilling the 
office. 
If it is possible for any opponent of the 
proposed change to show that anything is 
to be gained by giving the Governor or 
any other elective officer the power of 
appointment in any case, then the doc­ 
trine is established that the more officers 
appointed and the fewer elected, the better 
for the Executive and for the people. The 
true policy is to bring the Government as 
near as possible to the people; to make 
responsibility as direct as can be achieved; 
to remove just as far as can be possibly 
done, the incentive to farm an office ; to 
traffic in its patronage to secure it, or to 
submit to the quasi enslavement of the 
incumbent in order to retain it. 
It is a 
political truism that the freer the officer is 
from responsibility to political intermed­ 
iaries between him and the people, the 
better for the State. 
If we are to proceed 
upon the theory that it is better for the 
appointing power and the people that 
there should be fewer elective and more 
appointed officers, we move directly to 
the overthrow of republican institutions, 
which must rest upon the doctrine that 
self-government is possible because of the 
fitness of the people to govern. 
W e are convinced from many years of 
close observation that a qualified indepen­ 
dent Superintendent of Public Printing, 
responsible directly to the people, can do 
the public printing for probably sixty per 
cent, of what it customarily costs under 
the present system. 
It will not occasion 
surprise among those who have made any 
fair examination into the matter, when we 
say that the public printing office has been 
largely a haven for a class of workers who 
could not begin to earn, under private em­ 
ployment, the wages paid. That is, that 
in first-class private establishments very 
much more is accomplished in the same 
time and with the like facilities. 
The fact is, as every one knows, and 
there is no sort of use in seeking to dis­ 
guise the fact, that our Superintendents of 
State Print1 ng have not been free-will 
agents in the matter of choosing the forces 
over which they have presided. 
The 
struggle for place in the printing depart­ 
ment begins away back of the election of 
Governor, and influences are brought to 
liear aflecting the selection of the State’s 
Chief Magistrate that relate not to his fit­ 
ness for his high position, hut to the ambi­ 
tion of another to secure a very subordi­ 
nate position under an officer it is the pre­ 
rogative of the Executive to appoint. And 
it is likewise true that in very many cases 
these influences are exerted regardless of 
the capacity of the expected supernumer­ 
ary to be benefited. 
It is simply common political news, re­ 
peated with every State election 
and 
every session of the Legislature, that all 
manner of influences are set at work upon 
the Executive, his friends, his friends’ 
friends, the Speaker of the Assembly, the 
Senators of the State, Congressmen, legis­ 
lative Committeemen, heads of eommis- 
ions and State I>epartments, to name the 
force the Suj>erintendent of State Printing 
most employ. 
It is true that in a few in­ 
stances he is }>ermitted graciously to put 
some of his own choosing in positions of 
trust, but these are the few. The result 
must be the placing very largely of incom­ 
petent men, at least of men not of first 
competency, for these do not often feel the 
necessity of resorting to political manipu­ 
lation. 
Let us assume a man of independent 
character and solicitous to discharge the 
duties of the office with an eye single to 
the good of the State and economy of ex­ 
penditure to be elected to the office ; is it 
at all likely that he would submit to in­ 
competents being thrust upon him, or to 
working a force that in private establish­ 
ments could be outdone by two-thirds the 
number ? Would not every inducement 
prevail with such a man to win confidence 
and commendation by making his admin­ 
istration economic and praiseworthy for 
its excellence in every department? Such 
a man, like good artisans, despising pre­ 
tenders 
and 
incompetents, would 
as 
naturally surround himself with a class of 
workers of the highest competency, as a 
clean man would choose clean company. 
It has been said that no assurance can 


petent and independent Superintendents. 
But let thought be given to the political 
attrition in campaigns, and it will be seen 
that no party would dare to put forward 
an incom-ietent candidate. In a campaign 
the absence of qualification in a candidate 
would be notorious; the entire craft would 
sit in judgment upon every aspirant, and 
the weak man would not be tolerated for 
a moment. 
Each jiolitieal party, having 
regard for the availability of its candidate, 
with an eye to its triumph, would be 
driven to strengthen its ticket by naming 
the very best printer who could be found 
willing to accept. Once installed in office, 
responsible directly to the people, con­ 
scious that he alone would be held ac­ 
countable for his department, all things 
would combine to move him to the most 
economic administration of his trust and 
the accomplishment of the very best that 
could be done for the State. 
If it should, 
however, happen" that 
one Convention 
nominated a weak man, the second Con­ 
vention would not fail to improve the op­ 
portunity to put forward a candidate that 
would command the respect of the entire 
craft, by whose judgment the people would 
be greatly influenced. But it is wholly un­ 
likely that the first Conventijn would 
make any such mistake, since it would be 
moved to action by clear perception of the 
truth that its opponents would make its 
weakness the weaponry of assault. W ith 
both political parties thus actuated and 
moved upon by influences operative in 
scarcely any other case, the people would 
be assured of a competent man as Sutter 
intendent of Printing, no matter on whose 
banners victory perched. 
We believe there is no citizen who has 
filled the office of Governor who will not 
testify that his official path would have 
been far more thornless had the law net 
made it his duty to undergo the trials and 
tribulations inseparable from the appoint­ 
ment of Superintendent of State Printing. 
From every standpoint, therefore, it seems 
to he a question of good policy that the 
Superintendent of State Printing should 
be dignified and emancipated by being 
made an elective officer. 


GOOD RESOLUTIONS. 


The advent of the new year is the ini­ 
tial point from which the paths of good 
resolutions are laid out. 
But it is a frail- 
ity of human nature that these avenues to 
good ends, in the vast majority of cases, 
soon become choked by the undergrowth 
of victorious temptations, and long before 
the new year grows old the paths we 
should have trod too often are obliterated 
and abandoned. 
Nevertheless, the mak­ 
ing of good resolutions, the turning over 
of new leaves at the beginning of the 
annual sweep of the pendulum of time 
should be encouraged; better then than 
not a ll; better to make the eflbrt under 
the kindly and softening influences of the 
season of peace and good will than to 
postpone the hour of beginning personal 
reforms. 
We shall never conquer our 
grosser faults except we grapple with them 
heroically. The right treatment of cancer­ 
ous evils that eat into our hearts and souls 
is that of excision. Once knowing what 
we ought to do, conscious that we have 
never completely done it, we are in proper 
frame to begin duty to self and to our fel­ 
lows. 
Even if the hope of success is en­ 
cumbered by doubts that we will ever 
reach a point approximating to triumph ; 
even if the regret that we cannot undo the 
past is a clog to new resolutions, and that 
irrecoverable time gone by will forever 
bear witness against us, let us reflect that 
one good resolve well kept mercifully cov­ 
ers the record of wasted moments and stops 
the mouth of the accusing past, though it 
cannot banish it from the memory. 
Let us labor on to new and higher 
ends, though we know the best we can do 
will he far from that we ought to have 
done. That we are subject to infirmity is 
the proof of our humanity, that we have 
the capacity to accomplish better things 
and still better, is testimony to the noble 
purposes of our creation. 
Let the faint take heart to-day; let the 
wear}- gather strength from new resolu­ 
tion ; let the self-enslaved accept the prom­ 
ise of freedom born of determination to 
conquer self. There are none so good that 
they may not be better; none so low that 
they may not look u p ; not one so debased 
that he may not rise superior to the condi­ 
tions of the past and the present; none so 
unhappy that the new year does not promise 
in return for self-helpfulness and heroic 
resolution, better days, some measure of 
happiness and the assurance that with 
every eflbrt to do better each succeeding 
one will lie found less difficult. 
Failure is 
no crime, but triumph over self is the 
noblest of victories. 


REPORTING 
EXECUTIONS. 


Some of the New York press are very 
much disturbed because the new law con­ 
cerning executions on and after to-day 
prohibits sensational reports of the taking 
off of murderers. We are told that the 
Act is suppression of the liberty of the 
press and of the right of free speech, and 
is, therefore, a step in a direction that, if 
followed up, will result in the overthrow of 
republican institutions. All which is veri­ 
est twaddle. To show how utterly absurd 
is the plaint of such papers, let it be 
recollected that the State has the unchal­ 
lenged right to say whether executions of 
criminals shall lie held in public or in pri­ 
vate. 
It has, therefore, the nnimpeach- 
able right to say who shall be the wit­ 
nesses to the execution. 
In specifying the 
officials deemed necessary and omitting 
newspapers reporters, the 
State there­ 
fore does only what it has the undeniable 
right to do. That is to say, neither the 
owners of a newspaper, nor reporters upon 
it, have any greater right to admission to the 
cell of the condemned criminal, than has 
any or all other citizens conducting private 
business. 
This is 
the 
abstract 
consideration 
of the matter. 
But there is a more gen­ 
eral view of it, and the Legislature of the 
State of New York has not hesitated to 
pronounce upon it. 
For it has affirma­ 
tively enacted that no newspaper reporter, 
proprietors, agents, editors, or direct or in­ 
direct representatives of any journal, book 
or periodical shall be permitted to make, 
print and circulate any sensational account 
of the execution. 
Papers are required to 
limit their reports to a statement of the 
fact that the execution took place, at what 


we are proud to say, formed the burden of 
repeated advocacy by the R e c o r d -U n io n 
of such a law years ago. This journal has 
not failed to present the subject to legisla­ 
tive attention year after year, and to urge 
it upon public consideration earnestly and 
rejieatedly, and it is satisfied that the pub­ 
lic mind has now taken such a firm hold 
upon the reasons for a law of that char­ 
acter, that a proposition to amend our 
Criminal Code accordingly would now 
meet with very little, if any, opposition. 
It is scarcely necessary at this time to 
recapitulate the reasons which underlie 
the New York statute. 
It ought to be 
sufficient to say that the reports aimed at 
are destructive of public morals, corrupt 
youth, and by encouraging crime defeat 
the very end and aim of the law affixing 
the death penalty, and become potential 
agencies in creating a morbid desire to 
witness death struggles at the end of a 
rope, which desire is in itself a step to­ 
wards crime. 
The San Francisco Call, commenting 
upon this subject, says: 
All the balderdash about the appearance of 
the condem ned m an, w hat he said, aud w hat 
the Sheriff said, how he shook w ith terror or 
died gam e—in a word, all the sickening detaiis 
oi the revoltiug scene, w hich are such popular 
reading in barroom s and slum s, is hereafter to 
be classed w ith prohibited literature, unfit for 
publication.

Everybody w ill adm it 
th at there m ust be some lim it to w hat a new s­ 
paper m ay print. No one w ill pretend th at a 
journal ought to be allow ed to publish in its 
colum ns m atter w hich in book form would be 
se zed by the police as im proper. The question 
therefore narrow s itself dow n to th is: Can a 
Legislature be allow ed to define w hat consti­ 
tutes pernicious m atter? It m ay, o f course, be 
argued th a t th e new restriction on the liberty of 
the press m ay constitute a dangerous precedent; 
th a t ifreports of hangings m ay be forbidden, so 
also, by aud by, m ay reports of political m eet­ 
ings. A partisan Legislature m ight prohibit the 
publication of speeches by m em bers of the op 
po-ite party. Bur this is a danger w hich the 
com m on sense of the public m ay be relied upon 
to avert. It is very certain th a t the extended 
and elaborate reports of executions which news­ 
papers publish can do no earthly good, and it is 
m ore th a n likely th a t they occasionally do 
harm . 
W herein are the rights of the public or 
th e press abridged by th eir suppression'.' 
The Call puts it too mildly. 
Every ex­ 
perienced officer of the law will testify that 
the sensational reports referred to always 
(not merely “ occasionally”) do harm. As 
for the fear that a partisan Legislature 
might limit political discussion, and thus 
break down free speech, our contemporary 
has overlooked the check to such usurpa­ 
tion of power—the judiciary.

It does away with some of the 
machinery of the ordinary telephone, and 
enables one to use it without rising from 
his desk or leaving his bed, etc. 
But until 
it has been more thoroughly tested the 
general public will scarcely accept the 
statement as accurate, that words can thus 
be clearly communicated long distances by 
exterior results of action of the vocal or­ 
gans and chords, or hv merely changing 
the position of the tongue or the teeth, or 
bv the use of nasal sounds.

ances they can use for thorough and profit­ 
able work. Superficial culture is the great 
enemy of good farming. The word “ slip­ 
shod” should never truthfully apply to 
farm management. 
A wheat-tield thor­ 
oughly cultivated before sowing often 
makes all the difference between twelve 
bushels an acre and luxuriant crops of ¡ 
twenty-five or thirty bushels. 
It is more 
economical of labor to cut and gather 
three tons of hay from an acre of meadow 
than to spread all the work required lor 
the three tons over four or five acres, as is 
often done by poor managers. The single 
rich acre is more easily plowed and culti­ 
vated in obtaining the seventy shelled 
bushels of corn than the three badly tilled 
acres for the same amount of crop, even if 
done in the most careless manner. The 
man who has a moderate-sized and pro­ 
ductive farm has a shorter drive for his 
team, in drawing in crops and returning 
manure, and in the daily routine in the 
superintendence of work. 
But it must not be understood that 
merely occupying a small farm means 
profit and success, nor that a large one is a 
taiiure. A large farm may lie admirably 
managed and yield corresponding profits, 
provided the owner has the means to carry 
it on in the best manner. 
So, on the 
other hand, the occupant of a small place 
may easily neglect and mismanage it. But 
tiie mistake is quite common that the 
small farm is a detriment, because the best 
care is not given to it, a course which is 
much easier on the whole than on broad 
domains.—Er.

T h e “ forward m arch” of science is 
steady and rapid. Scarcely has Edison an­ 
nounced the completion of the phono­ 
graph, before Professor Bell presents to the 
world a modification of the instrument— 
whether an improvement or not remains to 
be seen. The Edison instrument isspoken 
into, and a stylus records by diaphragm 
vibratious lines of indentation upon a wax 
covered roll. 
Upon the reversal of the 
mechanism the stylus is made to follow 
over the line of indentures it has made, 
and thus communicate like vibrations to 
the diaphragm, which, by creating atmos­ 
pheric waves, reproduce 
the 
original 
sounds, but muffled considerably, and upon 
a lower key. The other instrument oper­ 
ates a diaphragm-attached stylus 
also 
upon a wax surface, cutting out the wax 
deeply as it travels. This roll is then re­ 
versed, and a new stylus with a curved 
l>oint Is made to traverse the channels 
plowed in the wax, and the sound is com­ 
municated to the ear by receivers as is 
done in the case of the telephone, but the 
sound is not otherwise audible. It operates 
upon the principle of electrical waves or 
vibrations, or whatever the communicat­ 
ing method may be, as illustrated in the 
telephone. In the Edison instrument there 
is no electrical essential at all. 
Besides 
these novelties there is now a third, known 
as the Lowth-stettio-telephone, by which 
Communications are sent through exterior 
action of the vocal organs.

SCHOOL TEXT-BOOKS.

R eports o f V arions C om m ittees—The 
Ivy 
on 
the 
Perry 
Sem inary 
D oom ed—T eacher E lected. 


The City Board of Education held their 
regular m onthly meeting at the office of 
the Superintendent last evening, all the 
members present. President Conklin in 
the chair. 
This being the last meeting of the old 
Board, the various committees subm itted 
their m onthly reports, which were received 
aud placed on file. 
The Furniture and Supply Committee 
reported 
that 
the 
buildings were all 
in splendid condition. 
All the school- 
houses were well furnished. 
Some 200 
new desks would be necessary the coming 
year, to accommodate the constantly in­ 
creasing num ber of pupils. 
The Library Committee said that appa­ 
ratus and charts were necessary in all the 
Prim ary Schools. The G ramm ar and High 
Schools Reeded encyclopedias and some ap­ 
paratus, beside certain classical text books. 
The Building and Repair Committee re­ 
ported that that tbe wooden ventilators at 
the Capitol G ramm ar School and galvan­ 
ized iron pipes put in the roof of the Sacra­ 
mento Gram m ar School had been repaired 
and gas put in. A new sidewalk had been 
put down at Sixteenth and N streets. 
The Committee on Salaries and Rules 
and Regulations had no report to make. 
The Committee on Course of Study stated 
that one of the rooms of the Perry Semin­ 
ary building had been given to parties who 
desired to start a kindergarten school. In 
the opinion of the com m ittee the subject of 
establishing kindergarten classes should be 
brought up at some future time and fully 
discussed. They were becoming quite pop­ 
ular for very young pupils, and they be­ 
lieved there was merit in their popularity. 
The coruRiitte referred to the fact that 
music books had been purchased and a 
teacher employed, but lately the books 
were unused, the teacher had violated 
her contract and there was no singing 
in tbe schools. 
The Chairman of the 
committee said he was in favor of the prop­ 
osition to furnish 
school-books to the 
school children free. H e believed that 
such a step would be in the best interest 
of the schools, both city, county and State. 
We furnish at the present lime school- 
building, teachers, chalk, pencils and sta­ 
tionery, and. we should go one step farther 
and furnish the books. H e did not believe 
in furnishing a carpenter with a saw and 
ham m er, and requiring him to purchase 
his own plane and square, the m atter 
should, in his opinion, be seriously consid­ 
ered by the incoming Board. 
H e a'so rec­ 
omm ended Swinton’s Prim er, which costs 
twelve cents a copy, for the low eighth 
grade. The State First Reader was used in 
the high eighth grade, and the little ones 
in the lower eighth were taught from 
charts. 
He thought they -liouid have a 
book, and the one named seemed to be 
well adapted. 
Director Todd thought the adoption of 
any book at this time would be the estab­ 
lishm ent of a bad precedent. H e thought 
the First Reader was sufficient, and no in­ 
road should he made upon the State books. 
This was exactly the step tbe book-rings 
would like the Boards of Education to 
take, and he was opposed to it. If the 
First Reader is to be supplemented with a 
primer, let the State do it. 
Mr. M artin said the change would not 
cost the city to exceed $30. H e was willing 
the book should be bought by the Board 
and furnished the children. 
He did not 
think it in anyway interfered with the 
State series. 
Director H opkins said he thought the 
First Reader too difficult for beginners and 
favored the proposition of Director Martin. 
He was not in favor, however, of the Board 
furnishing them free to the pupils. Adopt 
them and let the parents buy them if they 
so desired. 
Director M artin said the various teachers’ 
associations had recommended 
supple­ 
m ental books. 
Director Ohipman said he was not going 
to saddle another expense upon the parents 
of this city. They had been asked to buy 
singing books, and w hat had come of it ? 
They were only recommended, but the 
children were told in so many words that 
they must l-’y them. 
“I know that to be a 
fact.” added Mr. Chipman. 
Director Todd said that was not the only 
bad feature. If the Board adopted that 
prim er, under tbe school law it was adopted 
for four years. H e was in favor of the 
State series of te t-books, and he was not 
going back upon it before it was given a 
lair trial. 
If a prim pr is necessary it will 
only take the State Board of Education a 
few days to get it up. 
Let us never again 
drop into tbe hands of the book ring. 
Several substitutes were offered but none 
of them seconded. 
The report of the committee was re­ 
ceived aud placed on tile, hut the Board re­ 
fused to even recommend the Swinton 
prim er, by a vote of 6 to 2. 
It was suggested by the Superintendent 
that some one see the Attorney-General 
anti ascertain if the prim er could 
be 
adopted for present use, aud escape the 
four-year section of the law. 
President Conklin said he was strongly 
in favor of supporting the State series of 
text-beoks and wanted to see Sacramento 
siaud by them . 


A NOBLE PURPOSE. 


H ow 
th e 
S ou th ern 
P acific 
C om pany 
T rea ts Its E m p loyes. 
It is often said that corporations have no 
souls, but one of the latest enterprises of the 
Southern Pacific Company would seem to 
make that corporation an exception to the 
rule. In the great bnilding at Fourth and 
Townsend streets, in San Francisco, where 
the general offices of the company are lo­ 
cated, there are six hundred employes, 
m any of them young men. The location 
is outside of tbe quarter where restaurants 
abound, and until lately the employes, as 
a rule, got their lunches at the counters of 
the saloons in the neighborhood. 
The 
lunches were free to those who purchased 
beverages, and w hile a young man who 
was extrem ely economic could thus get a 
lunch for a “ bit,” nine out of ten of them 
would spend several •‘ b its” in treating 
their companions, besides acquiring a taste 
for liquor which they might have avoided 
if not practically compelled by tbe situa­ 
tion to get their lunches in saloons. 
The 
Directors of the company and one of the 
departm ents had rooms in the building in 
which lunches tv¡ re served, but the expense 
was too high for the clerks who received 
moderate salaries to avail themselves of 
this accommodation. 
Under these circumstances a olan was hit 
upon which provc-s that the company takes 
an interest in the welfare of its employes 
beyond the mere question of service. 
An 
additional story was put on the building, 
and upon the tipper floor, since the 1st of 
November, a greet restaurant, upon a novel 
plan, has been in operation. The company 
entered into a contract with a first-class 
caterer to furnish lunch for six hundred 
people between the hours of 12 and half­ 
past 1. Toward the expense of running 
this great restaurant each employe, who 
desires to take lunch there, contributes $4 
per month, or 15 cents per day, fur a first- 
class lunch. The other lunch-rooms have 
been abandoned and the heads o f depart­ 
m ents take their lunches with the other 
employes of the company, and all are 
served alike with as fine a lunch as any 
person need wish to sit down to. 
Long 
tables run tiie full length of the room, 
active colored waiters serve the patrons 
with alacrity, and the place at lunch time 
looks like a great banquet hail. Of course, 
the 15 cent? per day does uot begin to pay 
for such a lunch as is furnished, bu .th e 
officers of the company feel that they ere, 
by this plan, rem oving the young men in 
their employ from the tem ptation to drink, 
which is inseparable from lunching in a 
saloon. 
W hen the plan was first inaugurated, two 
m onths ago, some of the clerks were in ­ 
clined to stick to the old places and have 
their beer with their noonday bite, but the 
superiority of the fare furnished soon 
brought them to the lunch room provided 
by the company, and now nearlv every one 
of the six hundred may be seen there at 
lunchtim e. The first room fitted up only 
accommodates four hundred, and it has 
been found necessary to fit up another, 
which will be opened to-morrow. 


TWO MORE PARDONS. 


J a m e s W . C ah ill an d G eorge W . G ibson 
L ib erated . 
Governor W aterm an has added two more 
to his list of pardons. One of the lucky 
petitioners is George W. Gibson, who was 
convicted of m urder in Mendocino county 
in January, 1886, and sentenced to seven­ 
teen years im prisonm ent. In granting this 
pardon the Governor says: 
“On the 13th 
day of April, 1888, I took this case under 
advisement and concluded to comm ute the 
sentence to ten years. Since then m y at­ 
tention has been again called to the m atter 
aud I have become convinced that Gibson 
has suffered sufficient punishm ent for his 
participation in the crime. 
It is apparent 
from statem ents made to me that Gibson is 
a person of little force of character, and he 
was persuaded to accompany Isom Frost, 
who committed the crime, Gibson being 
present but not participating in the killing. 
It was upon Gibson's testimony that Frost I 
was convicted arid sentenced to life im- * 
prisonment. 
Gibson pleaded guilty to 
m urder in the second degree w ithout tbe 
advice or services of counsel and through 
the influence of the officers of the law, 
under a misapprehension of the im m unity 
which should have been granted him for 
the assistance rendered tne State at the 
trial of the said Isom Frost. Since his 
im prisonm ent he has rendered the State 
great service at the tim e of a fire in San 
Quentin. 
H is petition is signed by over 
800 residents of Mendocino county, all of 
whom are cognizant of the real "facts in 
his case.” 
The other lucky individual who will doff 
the stripes and go forth the beginning of 
the new year a free m an is Jam es W. Cahill. 
H e was convicted ot burglary in San F ran ­ 
cisco in April last and sentenced to two 
years im prisonm ent 
for the crime. 
In 
pardoning Caliill the Governor say’s : "The 
petitioner for clemency is a young man IS 
years of age, who, together with two other 
young m en, entered a butcher shop.no 
doubt for the purpose of burglary. Nothing 
was taken, however. 
They were arrested 
aud two trials nad,in the first of which the 
jury disagreed and the second resulting in 
conviction. 
The prisoner's conduct has 
been good since his incarceration, cud, in 
the opinion 
of Superintendent Foley, 
further im prisonm ent would be injudicious.

THE DARKENED SUN. 


D ifferen t W ays 
o f V iew in g th e 
Sun’s 
E clip se T o-d ay. 
Those who wish to view the (nearly) 
total eclipse of the sun to-day between 
12:48 and 3 p. m., if provided with opera or 
field glasses, will do well to follow the ad­ 
vice of Sergeant Barwick, that is, by sm ok­ 
ing the inside of the glass that goes next to 
the eye. This is done by unscrewing tbe 
eye pieces, smoking, and replacing them; 
the sun can be viewed w ithout any deleter­ 
ious effect upon the eyesight, and a fine 
sight of the four contacts oi" the eclipse can 
be seen. 
Another excellent m ethod of observing 
the eclipse is to puncture a sheet of w hite 
papier with the point of a lead pencil; then 
hold a proper distance from it, as trial will 
indicate, another sheet of paper, until the 
rays of the sun passing through the hole in 
the first sheet give an image of the sun's 
figure upon tbe second sheet. 
Better still 
will be this experim ent if two boxes, with 
blackened interiors, be made 
to 
slide 
within each other, and the ends be closed 
with paper, one being punctured as stated. 
Leave opening enough to look down upon 
the inner side of the unpuufctured sheet, 
and a m inute image of the eclipse will be 
seen. 
The eclipse will be first seen at Sacra­ 
mento, if the sky is clear, at about 12:25 
noon. 
The quarter obscuration will be at 
from 48 to 50 m inutes after 1 o’clock, and 
the eclipse will end about 3:09 p. m. 
It is 
probible that three or four planets can 
be obseived near the sun during the eclipse, 
Mercury and Jupiter below and to the 
right, and Mars and Venus above and to 
the left.

A n O ld C avalrym an 's P o in ters to an In ­ 
ex p erien ced R id er. 
“ The best riders in the world,” said an 
old cavalryman, who was giving a green­ 
horn some points on equestrianism , “ are 
the Mexicans. 
Rúñalo B ill’s cowboys are 
splendid riders, hut the M exicans are bet­ 
ter still. 
And their superiority is in part 
due to the kind of saddle they use. 
The 
low English saddle you’re got there,” he 
continued, “ I couldn’t ride in. 
I t isn’t fit 
for a man to ride in. 
Now, th e great 
beauty of the Mexican saddle is th at a man 
sitting in it has his legs almost straight 
down beside the horse, like a clothes-pin. 
A M exican on horseback keeps his heels 
and shoulders nearly in line, his feet being 
planted firmly in his stirrups underneath 
him and pointing straight ahead, parallel 
with the horse. 
Our McClellan saddle 
would he as good as the M exican saddle if 
it only had the stirrups placed a couple of 
inches further hack. As it is, a m an riding 
in a McClellan saddle has to bend his leg 
at the knee in the English style. 
Now, 
w ith the knee bent it is almost impossible 
to keep your feet pointed straight ahead. 
“The position of the feet,” the im­ 
prom ptu riding-m aster continued, 
after 
pausing a moment to allow his casual pupil 
to absorb w hat he had said, “is a very im ­ 
portant thing in learning to ride properly; 
in fact, it is the thing. 
And yet nine- 
tenths of the riders you see about the streets 
and county roads every day have their 
toes at an angle of forty-five degrees from 
the sides of the horse. 
As a consequence, 
these riders can’t have a firm seat, and 
don’t enjoy the exercise half as much as 
they would if they rode properly.” 
“How is it the way th e toes point has so 
much to do with good riding?” a Siar re­ 
porter who happened to he on hand in­ 
quired. 
“To sit firmly on a horse, and at the 
same tim e to have the body erect and free 
to give w ith the horse’s motion,” the cav­ 
alrym an said, “you must grip the anim al’s 
sides w ith your knees. 
N ot w ith the 
calves of the legs, mind. 
Now. if you 
don’t keep your toes pointing straight 
ahead, or nearly so, it is impossible to get 
this grin w ith the knees. 
Turn your toes 
out, and you will find at once th at you 
grip the horse with the calves of your legs, 
anil th at your body is thrown forward 
from the hips, instead of being erect. E x­ 
perim ent a little when you get on your 
horse, and you’ll see it works just as I say. 
B ut if you keep your feet straight, hold 
tight witli your knees and sit erect, you 
will find you can accommodate yourself to 
the motions of the horse more readily and 
gracefully, your seat will be firmer and 
riding will not tire you near so quickly. 
“ If you will notice old cavalrymen when 
they walk,” the 
gentleman continued, 
“ you will see th at instead of spreading 
th eir feet apart they keep them parallel. 
T his is the result of th eir riding, and it 
often makes them very Ungraceful on their 
feet. 
The best and most graceful rider I 
ever knew was General Ashby, who was 
killed during the late war. 
1 never saw 
any man who looked so handsome on 
horseback. 
Oil 
th e horse, however, he 
walked like a duck, and was so clumsy 
th at he couldn’t get into a parlor w ith­ 
out falling over all the furniture in sight. 
“ A M exican astride his high-curved 
saddle, with his legs hanging straight 
down, rides as easily as if he were sitting 
in a rocking-chair, and at the same tim e 
it is almost impossible to unseat him . 
H e 
is clothes-pinned on to the horse, and the 
latter can’t get from under him. 
B ut a* 
man riding on a fiat English saddle with 
short stirrups, his legs bent at th e knees, 
and his toes turned out, has no chance 
when his horse jum ps suddenly. 
H e is in 
a cramped position, and is almost sure to 
he thrown forward on the horse’s neck or 
over his head.”— Wtixhingtvn Star. 


S o c ia b ility in C h u rc h e s . 
An English clergyman recently visiting 
this country rem arked that “ the American 
Church seems to l>e very much of a vesti­ 
bule to society.” 
It is precisely this inti­ 
mate connection between religious ol>serv- 
ances and social life th at afloras the key to 
the principal embarrassment in finding a 
satisfactory answer to the question, “ W hy 
don’t the people attend the churches?” 
Disagreeable as is th e truth, the pastors of

MISCELLANEOUS. 


D ip h th eria Spread by C ats, 
Domestic anim als have often not only 
been suspected but found guilty of spread­ 
ing infection. 
In his report on the recent 
sustained prevalence of diphtheria in E n­ 
field, England, I)r. Bruce Low of the med­ 
ical departm ent of the local Government 
Board incidentally states that daring the 
continuance of the epidemic cats were ob­ 
served to suffer in considerable numbers 
from illness, and in December, 1S87, and 
in January, 1888, there was a large mor­ 
tality among those animals—so much so, 
th at the attention of the dust-con tractor 
was directed to it. 
H e stated th at never 
in his previous experience had he seen so 
many dead cats in the dust-heaps. 
Some 
households, seeing their cats ill, destroyed 
them . 
Though there were no known 
cases of diphtheria occurring in the prac­ 
tice of the veterinary surgeons at Enfield, 
yet they saw many cases of “intluenza” at 
this tim e among animals. 
The following 
is an illustration of the possible connection 
between diphtheria in children and in 
cats: 
A little boy was taken ill with 
w hat turned out ultim ately to he fatal 
diphtheria. On the first day of his illness, 
the cat, w hich was in the room at the time, 
licked the vomit on the floor. 
In a few 
days (the child meanwhile having died) 
th e anim al was noticed to be ill, and, her 
sufferings being so severe, and so sim ilar to 
those of the dead boy, the owner destroyed 
her. 
D uring the early p art of its illness 
this cat had been let out nights in the back 
yard, as usual. 
A few days later the cat of 
a neighbor, who lived a few days further 
off", was noticed to be ill. 
It had also been 
out in the hack yards at night. 
The sec­ 
ond animal, which, however, recovered, 
was the pet and playfellow of four little 
girls, who, grived at the illness of their 
favorite, nursed it with great care. 
All 
four girls developed diphtheria, the m other 
being convinced th at they got it from the 
c a t; and, indeed, no other contact w ith in­ 
fection could he discovered. 
It is easy to 
imagine cats catching infectious diseases 
like diphtheria when we remember how 
often m ilk and other unused food from the 
sick-room is given to the cat, or by some 
people thrown out in the hack yard for the 
benefit of their neighbors’ cats if they have 
none of their own. 
It is a frequent occur­ 
rence to see children carrying cats in their 
arms, and even kissing them . I t is obvious 
that, if the cats were ill with diphtheria, 
the children, under such circumstances, 
would almost invitably contract the dis­ 
ease.—Science.

T he biennial report of tbe C om m ission­ 
ers to m anage the Y osem ite Y aliey and the 
M ariposa Big Trees Grove has ju st been 
issued from th e office of th e State P rin ter. 
It is a neatly printed ixim phle: of 24 pages 
containing a large am o u n t of mseful and 
interesting inform ation. 
T h e first house built in th e valley was 
during th e tu tttm n <-l IS5G, and occupied a 
portion of th e ground w n tre B lack’s H otel 
for a long ‘im e stood 
Ip. th e spring o* 
1858 a b u ilding w as 
erecten bv H ite & B eardsley, w ho kept it 
a s a p n b iic house d uring tñai season. 
It 
afterw ards passed in to ihe han d s of Messrs. 
Sullivan .d C aehinaa. of San Francisco, but 
was still kept as an hotel from 1850 to 1S6I 
bv a Mr. P.-ek, and afterw ards by a M r. 
Longliurst. 
Prior to May, 1864 the only actual settler 
and resident in th e valley was the Iste J. 
C. Lam on. w ho, since 1800, had lived there 
u n in terru p ted ly u n til his death in the soring 
of 1875. 
T tiere have been as m any as three or four 
hotels k -p t ru n n in g d u rin g th e sum m er 
m onths for several years past, but there are 
at present only tw o upon the tioor of the 
valley—th e Stonem an H ouse and B arnard's 
H otel. 
T here is also a hotel at Nevada 
Falls, and one at G lacier P oint. 
D uring 
the seeson jnst passed, no com plaints of 


rabie to th is spot I have w asted upon 
m in o r scene6!’

N ineteen ou t of every tw enty persons 
fam iliar or unfam iliar w ith the valley con­ 
cede th a t its location—all things eonsid 
ered—is th e best th at could have been 
m ade, and its general advantages are now- 
recognized by all.

Its vistas are only exceeded by w hat it 
m ig h t have had at a point betw een Y o­ 
sem ite F alls and tb e river, w hich situation 
was quickly dism issed as a locality too 
dangerous to be th o u g h t of—contiguous to 
threatened overflows in front, and to the 
titanic h u rlin g of bow lders o f all denom i­ 
nations of w eight from th e rear; th e low er 
(or wide) end of th e valley was intelligently 
objected to lor m any reasons, particularly 
th e gradual filling up of the river near th e 
low er bridge, 
th e m arshy condition of 
rnucD o f the surro u n d in g country, alleged 
and probable real m alarious em anations, 
and th e crum bly n atu re o f th e elevations 
not great distances aw ay. 


VISITOOS TO THE VALLEY. 
T here has been no official register of the 
guests k ept d uring th e past tw o years, but 
the present Secretary has already applied to 
th e S uperintendent o f State P rin tin g for a 
m am m oth register, and w ill instruct the 
G uardian to see to it th at hereafter the 
nam es of all visitors to th e valley shall be 
properly registered. 
I t m ay be safely as­ 
serted, how ever, th a t the n um ber o f people 
w ho w ent in to the valley d uring 1888 
reached closely 4,000, as up to O ctober 17th 
there had b etn 2 200 registered at th e Stone­ 
m an H ouse. OOOat B arnard's H otel, w hile 
there were betw een G00 and 700 cam pers or 
other “ go-as-you-please ” tourists. 
A nd it 
is proper ju st hi re to rem ark that, betw een 
Ju ly 15th and A ugust 15th, 501 of th e 
above visitors were school teachers—m ostly 
from elsew here th an C alifornia. 


A BEAUTIFUL DESCRIPTION. 
Ben. C. T rn m an , Secretary of the Com­ 
m ission, in speaking ot th e beauties of the 
valley, says : “ I w ould repeat th at the Y o ­ 
sem ite is th e greatest and undoubtedly the 
m ost w onderful and im pressive and beau­ 
tiful object in the w orld. 
I have sat at m y 
hotel window in C bam ouix and gazed for 
h ours upon M ont Blanc, th e m onarch of 
all m ountains; I have stood at tbe foot of 
Tacom a, at once th e prettiest and one of 
tbe loftiest earth giar.ts in A m erica; 1 have 
m any tim es been thrilled w ith th e om nipo­ 
tence o f Niagara, w hose m ajesty can never 
be forgotten; and I have been overcom e 
w ith th e enchantm ent one feels in the pic­ 
turesque presence of the G rand Canyon of 
the Yellow stone. 
B ut Y osem ite. w ith its 
tw enty-tw o w onders, any one of w hich a
